We  had  a 
good  number  of  first  time  attendees,  and  a  gentleman  from  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah, 
Corbett  B.  Burnette,  and  a  new  member,  attended  and  told  me  he  had  a  very  great 
and  exciting  first  meeting.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  we  had  members  in  attendance  from 
Kentucky,  Maryland,  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  Tennessee,  Utah,  Virginia,  West  Virginia, 
and  Michigan. 

The  evening  cook  out  that  Walter  Fletcher  had  prepared  turned  out  to  be  a  “food 
fair.”  We  had  hot-dogs,  hamburgers,  and  bar-b-que,  with  all  the  trimmings.  A  full 
line  of  side  dishes,  slaw,  potato  salad,  fresh  fruit,  and  anything  you  wanted  to  drink 
was  within  a  hand  reach.

Right  behind  was  none  other  than  my  favorite 
Hillbilly  dancer,  Kelver  Stiltner  wearing  his  trade  mark  gray-stripped  hat.  The  rest 
of  his  dancers  arrived  and  all  joined  in  with  our  members  and  guests  for  a  great 
meal,  not  to  be  confused  with  a  “pick  nick. 

After  every  one  had  finish  a  helping  or  three,  and  were  stuffed  to  the  gills”,  the  treat 
of  the  evening  began.  The  lady  dancers  had  left  and  returned  with  the  fluffiest 
bunch  of  frilly  “undies”  I  had  ever  seen.  They  were  all  smiles  and  Kelver  started 
the  evening  performance  with  a  series  of  dances,  cloggin’  and  line  dancing  alike.  My 
little  new  heart  had  just  calmed  down  when  it  raced  again  to  full  power  watching 
the  lovely  ladies  show  an  old  man  real  quick  that  they  had  more  get  up  and  go  than 


two  old  Stumps.  Everyone  had  a  super  evening  and  when  I  looked  around  the 
entire  group  was  clapping  and  having  a  right  dandy  good  old  time. 

As  the  evening  ended,  I  grabbed  a  couple  of  pieces  of  the  good  old  homemade 
chocolate  cake  that  was  left  and  returned  to  room  hop  and  visit  with  my  friends. 
Fennie  Thacker,  Jack  Chapman  and  Harold  Snodgress  all  had  brisk  traffic. 
Finally,  at  around  10:00  P.  M.  I  retired  for  the  evening. 

At  7:00  A.  M.  Saturday  morning,  the  day  started  out  with  a  fine  country  breakfast 
in  the  restaurant  provided  by  Walter  and  the  Pikeville-Pike  County  Tourism,  the 
local  merchants,  and  Dave  Whisman.  We  had  “cat  head”  biscuits  and  gravy,  fried 
apples,  eggs,  coffee  milk,  orange  juice  and  anything  else  one  could  think  of.  It 
reminded  me  of  a  down  home  country  breakfast  that  my  dear  departed  Granny 
Stump  used  to  prepare  each  and  every  morning. 

After  a  great  breakfast,  of  which  my  doctor  would  have  skinned  me  for  eating, 
everyone  started  what  was  to  be  the  longest  meeting  that  I  can  remember  ever 
attending.

I  noticed  that  two  or  three  dealers  picked  up  a  number  of  unlisted  tokens  from  the 
walk  in  traffic.  Crawford  Blakeman  purchased  four  unlisted  Ingle  Tokens  that 
turned  out  to  be  rare  lumber  pieces  and  he  could  have  purchased  three  more,  but 
passed  and  the  man  with  them  took  the  extras  back  home  with  him.  Not  knowing 
until  after  the  man  left  what  he  had  and  passed  up,  Crawford  looked  like  a  kid  with 
his  sucker  taken  away  by  the  bully  of  the  block.  Snooze  and  you  loose  applied  to 
that  old  scriptor. 

Finally,  exhausted  and  barely  able  to  get  back  to  my  room,  I  left  to  rest  up  an  hour 
or  so  before  the  evening  banquet,  membership  meeting  and  floor  auction.  As  I  left 
Fennie  still  had  customers  looking  and  buying  from  his  display  tables.

The  staff  of 
the  Landmark’s  food  service  staff  were  busy  preparing  our  buffet.  We  had  prime 
rib  and  a  special  chicken  dish  and  the  side  dishes  and  salads  one  could  imagine. 
Desserts  consisted  of  Banana  Pudding  and  strawberry  short  cake  with  whipped 
cream.  Being  a  diabetic  you  know  I  avoided  those  two  delicacies.  Yep,  you’re  right, 
I  have  been  known  to  stretch  the  truth  a  bit.  By  the  time  the  serving  line  had 
formed  I  was  a  few  bites  ahead  of  everyone. 

The  dinner  was  exceptional  and  the  staff  members  were  great.  AH  I  can  say  is  that  1 
never  heard  one  complaint  from  anyone  about  the  food  or  the  service.  The  evening 


Banquet  ended  with  everyone  very  pleased  at  this  great  first  part  of  the  evening’s 
affair. 

After  everyone  had  finished  his  or  her  great  meal,  the  traditional  Membership 
Meeting  took  place.  The  members  were  informed  the  activities  of  the  previous 
Executive  Committee  Meeting.  W.  C.  Stump  made  the  secretary  and  treasurer’s 
reports.
